Lygus  Bug  update  eee 


These  little  pests  of 
canola  were  fairly 
evident  this  past  summer. 
Canola  crushers  reported 
dockage  of  4 to  5%,  and 
even  as  high  as  12%,  in 
samples  due  to  lygus,  and 
loss  of  grade  due  to  the 
seed  damage. 


Are  they  going  to  come 
back  again?  Given  the  long 
fall  we  just  had,  with  lots  of 
volunteer  canola,  and  a mild 
winter,  there  will  likely  be 
at  least  as  high,  if  not 
higher,  lygus  bug  population 
next  year.
